We take a 21-year-old couple 


7HEN Doreen Ford and Peter 
W Smith were born’ some 
twenty-one years ago their 
parents would have been horrified at 
the thought of spending £150 to fur- 
nish one room. They probably spent 
no more on their whole home—and 
furnished it well. Yet that is the 
minimum price that most furnishers 
tell this young engaged pair they will 
need to furnish one room to-day. 

The difficulties which confront 
young people setting up home to-day 
are, as furnishers well know, con- 
siderable. That is why, on our 
twenty-first birthday, we have invited 
a couple of similar age, Doreen of 
Kensington, and Peter of East Ham, 
to give us their ideas on how they 
intend to overcome the problems 
which await them in preparing their 
home, 

This is a very typical story. Like 
most young people they have not 
much money to start with—Doreen is 
a secretary earning £5 10s. a week, 
and Peter a travelling representative 
earning £8—salaries which do not 
allow a wide margin of saving. 
Doreen, of course, will have to keep 
her job after they are married, and 
with their combined incomes they feel 
that they should be able to build a 
home together. 

It won't be a sumptuous home at 
first, only a flat with a bedroom, 
living-room and kitchen, but they will 
be lucky to get even that. The fur- 
nishings, they are determined, will be 
their own, and all will have to be 
chosen with a view to their fitting 
into a house later on. 

By hard saving they hope to have 
£200 in hand, and with this they 
will purchase outright as much as 
they can, leaving as few items as 
possible to buy on hire purchase. 


As they enter the Holborn 
branch of the Times Furnishing 
Co., Doreen and Peter, our 
young engaged couple, are 
greeted by Mr. Bellingham, the

So I took them on a personally- 
conducted tour of a_ big furnishing 
store. 

As I discussed with them the pos- 
sible needs for their flat I found that, 
although they had very little know- 
ledge of furnishings, they had very 
definite likes and dislikes. These, 
however, did not come out until they 
were confronted with certain types of 
furnishings. 

They did not like oak and “ peg 
legs” mainly, I think, because they 
felt that these features were too 
reminiscent of Utility furniture. 
Doreen admitted that her preferences 
were guided by the fact that she auto- 
matically visualised everything she 
saw as it would appear in her mother’s 
home, and this was where contem- 
porary fell down—-she didn’t feel she 
could get used to it. 

They turned down period styles, 
much as they liked them, on the 
grounds that they were suitable only 
in the right setting and not in a 
modern flat. 

Any type of carving was definitely 
“out.” Doreen had spent too much 
time at home dusting the carved legs 
and embellishments of furniture to 
want that in her new home. With 
the ruling out of any decoration and 
of plain oak, they decided that the 
bedroom suite would have an attrac- 
tive veneered finish, perhaps walnut. 

In upholstery they liked the in- 
between type of design, not exactly 
contemporary, but not the rather 
heavy leathercloth or moquette- 
covered styles. It had to be fairly 
light in appearance, not “ propped up 
on splayed legs.” and very, very com- 
fortable. 

They were not at all interested in 
any type of floral patterns in either 
upholstery covering or curtains (“I’m

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fed up with them,” said Doreen) 
For upholstery, a plain colour, a 
check or a spot was to be the rule. 
and for curtains, plain or with a self- 
colour fancy woven design. They 
would have to be fairly cheap—time 
enough for expensive ones when they 
found their house. 

As they had not got a flat in view, 
it was difficult to visualise any form 
of complete room scheme—the size 
and shape of the rooms they eventu- 
ally got might, of course, force them 
to alter any preconceived ideas, but 
they based their plans on two rooms 
roughly 12 ft. by 10 ft., and a kitchen 
10 ft. by 8 ft., fitted with sink and 
cupboard. 

After going into the problem 
thoroughly, these were the conclusions 
we arrived at. 

For the kitchenette, linoleum would 
have to be fitted at a cost of about 
Z, Doreen insisted on a kitchen 
cabinet—and as it would probably 
have to last a long time it would 
have to be a good one. We laid aside 
£17 for this. An old kitchen table 
could, she thought, be found at home, 
so apart from a plastic or oil baize 
covering, this would not cost any- 
thing. A kitchen chair, at a cost of 
about 27s. 6d., was preferred to a 
stool, and we estimated about four 
yards of a gay red and white cotton 
check fabric for curtains at £1 10s. 
They, in common with the rest of the 
curtains, would have to be made up 
at home to save expense. 

The gas or electric stove would be 
bought on hire-purchase, and further 
appliances would have to wait for a 
while. For the many utensils and 
other items essential to this room, we 
set aside £10. A small sum, per- 
haps, but we hoped that a certain 
number of things would come as wed- 
ding gifts, and many others had 
already been acquired over the last 
few months. 

This made the estimated sum for 
the kitchen £34 17s. 6d. 

For the bedroom they wanted a 
suite consisting of the usual two 
robes, dressing table, stool (“a neces- 
sary luxury,” insisted Doreen). For 
the bed they decided on a double 
divan with sprung base and spring 
interior mattress—it would be expen- 
sive, but it was better to start with 
few but good pieces and gradually 
add to them than get cheaper furni- 
ture and have to renew completely 
in a few years’ time. 

For the floor, linoleum in fawn 
with dark blue rugs. The curtains

would be of a much lighter blue in 
a heavy plain fabric and with pretty 
white net curtains beneath. 

Bed linen, pillows, and covers had 
to be counted in the final total for 
this room, but quilts would have to 
wait for a few months as they were 
getting married in the summer. 

Costs, therefore, amounted to:-

Curtains 10 

Bed linen, blankets, and so on 15 

The actual furniture, costing about 
£70, would have to be bought on 
hire purchase, but the deposit would 
be about £8 15s., making £73; 15s. 
for the room. 

The living-room needed special 
thought, for it had to be used for 
many purposes. Here they decided to 
have a carpet on the floor with a 
good underfelt—of the necessity for 
which they were rather sceptical until 
the salesman convinced them it would 
double the life of the carpet. 

Two fireside chairs would fill the 
need for comfort at present—two 
upholstered in maroon with a fawn 
spot were chosen (about £18). In 
addition they wanted a dining set, a 
simple style with ample storage space 
(£40). Curtains could be plain, or 
perhaps a fancy weave, and a gay 
shade of green was chosen. 

In this room, too, there were a 
few items, not of furnishing which 
would have to be budgeted for, such 
as a wireless, clock and lighting fit- 
ment. Occasional pieces such as 
coffee table, bookcases, and so on,

would have to come later. 

This made a total of £66 5s. for 
the room, with the furniture again 
being bought on hire purchase.

Their main idea was to start with 
the bare essentials only, buying good 
furniture that would stand the test 
of wear and tear and not date over 
the years. 

With curtains, however, it was dif- 
ferent. They would be unlikely to fit 
the windows in the house our couple 
eventually hoped to have, so they 
chose cheaper fabrics which could be 
replaced later. For the carpet, too, 
a square was chosen because it would 
be a waste to have a fitted carpet 
in a room in which they did not 
intend to stay for many years. 

The total amount spent in cash on 
furnishings would, therefore, have 
been £174 17s. 6d., leaving £25 2s. 6d. 
of their savings for the numerous 
items which would inevitably crop up 

the possibility of redecoration of 
some of the rooms, furnishing of a 
hall if necessary, forgotten wedding 
expenses, and so on. 

The bedroom and_  dining-room 
suites on hire purchase would cost 
about £5 10s. a month and this, they 
felt, would be all they could spend 
on furnishings for the next few 
months. Any other savings must go 
towards the deposit on a house,

for two decades, and discover......... 


How they will re-furnish their 


R. and Mrs. Charles Parry 
were married in a Welsh 
chapel nearly 21 years ago. 


A year later, after living with Mr. 
Parry’s parents in West Wales, they 
paid £50 down on a £650 bungalow 
in a Manchester suburb and started 
to furnish their first home. 

Mr. Parry, a commercial traveller, 
now earns £16 to £19 a week. When 
the Parrys left Wales for Manches- 
ter, where he had secured a new job, 
their income was less than half that 
amount, but it went a long way when 
it came to buying furniture. 

The Parrys occupy a bungalow with 
two bedrooms, lounge, dining-room 
and kitchen, and half an acre of gar- 
den, and put its present market value 
at £2,750 to £3,000. It merits re- 
furnishing. 

Nineteen years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Parry were anti-hire purchase. At 
the same time they had very limited 
reserves of capital in the bank, and 
it was. as much as they could afford 
to furnish two rooms. 

From an elderly relative, however, 
they unexpectedly “inherited” suffi- 
cient furniture for the dining-room 
and spare bedroom. While _ it 
appeared a godsend at the time, this 
“inheritance” actually threw the 
Parry’s furnishing plans right out of 
gear. 

Without it they would have bought 
new furniture for the dining-room 
and left the lounge to be furnished 
later. As it was they concentrated 
upon furnishing the lounge in addi- 
tion to their own bedroom. 


‘Inherited’ Furniture 

“We installed the ‘inherited’ fur- 
niture in the dining-room and spare 
bedroom. It was meant to tide us 
over for the time being, but it is 
still there. 

“In a month or two we shall re- 
furnish and throw out our mid- 
Victorian trappings,” Mrs. Parry 
affirms. 

The furniture in the dining-room 
goes back more than 40 years and 
reflects the craftsmanship of the day 
—but its days with the Parrys are 
numbered. 

A settee and two easy chairs 
upholstered in velvet are equally as 
old and worn out as a walnut dining- 


table and four dining chairs. There 
is a fireside chair of recent vintage 
and a china cabinet which was one 
of their more useful wedding presents. 

A Belgian reproduction cotton car- 
pet, costing £7 10s., and curtain 
fabrics, are the only dining-room fur- 
nishings which do not extend beyond 
the married life of the Parrys. 

Mrs. Parry will allow no_ photo- 
graphs to be taken of her spare bed- 
room. “The furniture is so terribly, 
terribly old-fashioned,” she says. 

Both agree that the refurnishing of 
these rooms is long overdue. Some- 
thing would probably have been done 
about it in 1939 but Mr. Parry was 
serving overseas for nearly six years 
and every sort of economy had to 
be effected. 

Re-furnishing versus TV 

“Since then we have been getting 
on our feet again, and although my 
salary has kept pace with the times, 
so many extra commitments have 
come along,” Mr. Parry pointed out. 
“Then, when we were on the point 
of refurnishing a year ago, we put it 
off so that we might indulge in a 
television set.” 

For a bungalow with four main 
rooms the Parrys’ abode embraces 
rather a spacious hall, and 19 years 
ago the purchase of a carpet, hall- 
stand and antique table swallowed up 
£23. 

Kitchen furniture absorbed £24, 
and thus they laid out £54 10s. on 
the kitchen, hall, dining-room and 
spare bedroom, to supplement the 
“inherited ” furniture. 

When it came to furnishing the 
lounge and main bedroom, the Parrys 
went into Manchester on a _ cash- 
spending spree. Both are music- 
lovers, and Mrs, Pagry had to have a 
piano at £75, and Mr. Parry a gramo- 
phone at £35, while a radio was 
bought for £15. 

All this tore quite a hole into capi- 
tal which they agree might have been 
expended upon much-needed furni- 
ture. Still, it was surprising what 
they were able to buy for so very 
little. 

Mrs. Parry rummaged among the 
family papers and brought out the 
bills. A bedroom suite in walnut 
veneer on mahogany, including double 
bed, wardrobe, dressing table and 


tallboy, was purchased for £35, car- 
pet strips for £4, a linen basket and 
two chairs £7. 

For the lounge, an economy was 
effected by purchasing a settee and 
one easy chair in uncut moquette for 
£35. Mr. Parry wanted a desk, and 
he got a beauty—in solid oak—for 
£7. A polished oak bookcase was 
purchased for £3, a fireside chair for 
£2 10s., and an Axminster for £5 10s. 

Curtain fabrics for the bungalow 
(since renewed) absorbed another £12. 

Forgetting their piano, gramophone 
and radio, the Parrys started their 
home-building by spending a total of 
£163 10s. 

Now their refurnishing D-day is 
approaching and they estimate it will 
cost them £500, of which £300 will 
be taken up by cash purchases and 
the rest will be paid on_hire- 
purchase. (“We no longer have 
inhibitions about pay-as-you-go.”’) 

In another couple of months the 
Parrys (who are childless) will have 
paid their last mortgage instalment 
on the house and that certainly 
encourages them to bring the interior 

which has virtually remained 
unchanged for 21 years—up to date. 

For a start, the furniture in the 
main bedroom is to be transferred 
lock, stock and barrel to the spare 
bedroom. Here there will be no extra 
expenditure, except for the purchase 
of a new mattress. 


Getting a “New Look” 

To give themselves a “new look” 
bedroom the Parrys are going in for 
twin beds, a bedside table, a new 
wardrobe, dressing table and tallboy. 
There are other requirements—new 
chairs, a linen basket and carpet. 

Fitted carpets are planned for the 
lounge and dining-room. After re- 
covering with loose covers, the settee 
and easy chair will be transferred 
from the lounge to the dining-room 
where a new dining table and chairs 
are essential. There is also talk of 
installing a writing bureau and a new 
fireside chair in the dining-room. 

In the lounge the Parrys intend to 
prepare for all eventualities by having 
a bed-settee. There will also have to 
be two occasional chairs, while Mrs.

Parry wants a music cabinet. Mr. 
Parry—pointing to bulging book- 
shelves—says there must be another 
bookcase. 

A new carpet is also wanted for 
the hall and a hallstand—unless it is 
decided to convert a small boxroom 
into a cloakroom. 

Except that they will steer clear 
of the very modern, the Parrys have 
no preconceived ideas about the kind 
of furniture they intend to buy, so 
far as style and design are con- 
cerned, 

Mrs. Parry has been studying the 
women’s magazines, while her hus- 
band has been seen with his nose 
buried in the advertisements of fur- 
nishers in evening newspapers. Even 
so, they are a little hazy when it 
comes to specifying just what they 
have in mind, but they have bud- 
geted for an expenditure of £500, and, 
if needs be, are prepared to spend 
a little more. 


Display Will Count 


“What we shall do is to tour one 
or two furnishing shops nearby and 
take a look at the stores in the city,” 


Mrs. Parry stated. ‘“ What we buy 
will be determined by what we see. 
“T think that a lot of people buy 
furniture in that way. One draws up 
a rough list of requirements, but we 
will put ourselves in the salesman’s 
hands; the way we see things dis- 
played will count a lot with us.” 

The Parrys are not unusual people. 
They never planned their furnishing 
scheme; it just grew upon them. Nor 
are they prepared to do anything 
more than draw up a rough blue- 
print for their refurnishing pro- 
gramme. 

There are thousands of married 
couples who are very much like the 
Parrys. After a fairly long spell of 
married life their homes need a new 
look, but they want the furniture 
trade to stimulate this need and guide 
their tastes. 

Their financial standing is better 
than when they went to the altar, and 
they are looking for quality furni- 
ture. The Parrys believe that the 
furniture industry could do some- 
thing about persuading their contem- 
poraries to refurnish. 
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Old-fashioned furniture 
abounds in the’ Parry's 
dining-room. It was “in- 
herited”’ and is to be cleared 
out. A reproduction cotton 
carpet, bought for £7 10s. 
twenty years ago, has worn 
remarkably well. 


Furniture in their bedroom 
was bought for £46 in 1932. 
Now it is to be transferred to 
the spare bedroom to make 
way for the new suite which 
will include twin beds, 
wardrobe, dressing table 


and tallboy. 


The lounge is to be com- 
pletely refurnished. The 
original furnishings were 
bought for £47 10s. The 
carpet will move to the spare 
bedroom and the settee and 
easy chairs—after being

The Trend of 


Leading Modern Designers 
Make Their Forecasts 


From Dennis Young, A.R.C.A., 
M.S.LA. 


WENTY-ONE years is time 
T enough for to-day’s furniture to 

just be old fashioned. Nothing 
more, nothing less, if the past has 
any clues to offer: Not even amus- 
ing or quaint, and certainly not 
* antique.” 

Look back to 1931, when we talked 
of “the return to functionalism ” 
after the flamboyance and exuber- 
ance of the Edwardians twenty-one 
years earlier. If I had had this to 
write in the 30’s, no doubt it would 
be to foretell the universal use of 
chromium tubes and plate glass. I 
wonder! 

To-day I certainly would not point 
to the splayed leg and see its shape 
supporting 1974’s birthday cake with 
its symbol key. 

In looking into the future of furni- 
ture there are two separate yet inter- 
locking factors to consider—methods 
of manufacture and the people who 
use the furniture made. Furniture 
should, of course, be designed to 


meet the needs of the people who 
buy it. 

But what are their needs, and how 
do we meet them? The needs are 
tied up in their ways of eating, sleep- 
ing, working and relating to their 
clothes, whether married or single, 
size of family, how much time they 
spend in their home, and lastly, the 
size and number of rooms that con- 
stitute their home. 

Most of these things will be influ- 
enced by that  indefinable word 
‘fashion.” The very appearance of 
the furniture itself will also be influ- 
enced and marked by fashion. How 
often we forget this word when we 
talk of good design, or perhaps even 
infer that current fashion in design 
is good design! It is not simple or 
easy to place fashion outside design. 
In its most sincere form it should 
reflect its age and not caricature it. 

How will the needs of people 
change during the next twenty-one 
years, or, rather, which are likely to 
change. Our ways of sitting at a 
table to eat, lying on a bed to sleep, 
our hours and methods of working 
and relaxing are unlikely to change 
very much. We may go back to 
four-posters, instead of divans, 
although any appreciable increase in 
the size of our rooms makes this 
unlikely; and to eat off the floor 
would be fought tooth and nail by 
the furniture industry. Fashion in 
clothes would certainly tax a 
prophet’s powers, but it is highly 
unlikely that the demand for far- 
thingale chairs will return. 

No doubt there will be variations 
in the number of people who marry 
and, not necessarily related, the 
number of children born. One can 
therefore fairly safely say that there 
will be little in the way of major 
changes in the setting up of a home 
and the furnishing of it. 

Next, the size and number of 
rooms that are our home? New 
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Design During the Next 


houses and flats go up every day and 
old ones are pulled down, but most 
of us will no doubt be situated much 
as we are now. 

The changes in basic needs look, 
therefore, as though they will be 
few. It is to the variations of 
fashion that we must look for change. 
The movement is towards less form- 
ality in the furnishing and arranging 
of our rooms, and a desire towards 
furnishing them to suit our own 
requirements rather than the follow- 
ing of set patterns. Gone are 
the days when one picture was the 
maximum if we wished to appear 
modern, or that a photograph of 
every one of our family must deck 
the parlour mantelshelf 

It is in the methods of manufac- 
ture during the next decade, let alone 
twenty-one years, that we shall see 
the most sweeping changes. For the 
furniture industry is coming up on to 
its toes in its understanding of the 
importance of new materials and tech- 
niques, to produce furniture of a 
reasonable price, well made and well 
designed. Too long did the industry 
remain rooted to ways and means of 
Victorian vintage. To-day we can 
buy well-made, well-designed pieces 
of furniture that are not afraid to 
leave the beauty of the natural wood, 
as cheaply as those which clothed 
themselves in pressed carving and 
Jaco finish. 

There is little chance that wood in 
furniture making will lose favour, for 
it contains a warmth and humanity 
that is so often lacking in other 
materials. But certainly we shall find 
wood used in ways that completely 
upset our old conceptions based on 
mortise and tenon joints and framed- 
up or solid constructions. 

New adhesives and methods of 
laminating are giving furniture that 
is of great strength yet extremely 
light, and in the field of upholstered 
furniture materials such as_ latex 
foam are giving great comfort com- 
bined with long life. New materials 
and new ways of using old materials 
will influence the appearance of fur- 
niture in the future as they have in 
the past, and, linked with the require- 
ments of the people using the furni- 
ture, only fashion is left to give her 
piquant flavour as she wills.

| getter anticipating the trend of 
furniture design in the future, it 
is necessary to consider the styles of 
design popular to-day, and to deter- 
mine which of the existing forces in 
design is likely to endure. The much- 
used term “contemporary design” 
embraces extremes of style and 
approach. Broadly speaking, these 
fall into two main categories. 

First, there is the work of the 
experimentalists who are constantly 
striving to create new and imaginative 
forms, frequently evolving or adapt- 
ing new techniques of manufacture 
and using new materials. 

Secondly, there is the style of 
design which may be regarded as the 
fashionable expression of the modern 
idiom. In many ways this fashion 
represents an improvement on the pre- 
war “cubist” style, but at its worst 
it is apeing functionalist mannerisms 
without understanding them, or pro- 
ducing a tarted-up Victoriana by 
reactionary elaboration. 

This division of aims within the 


movement has parallels in the con- 
temporary styles of painting and 
architecture. The co-existence of a 
movement and a fashion is not with- 
out reward as the fashion may serve 
to prepare a wider acceptance of the 
real trend. 

The idea of a contemporary style is 
not new; the modern movement has 
developed steadily over the past fifty 
or sixty years and we may justly 
regard much of the better design to- 
day as mature in style and lineage. 
During this period the ideals of the 
modern movement have changed 
little, but much progress had been 
made in recent years as the result of 
improved methods of production. 
Research in the plastics industry has 
led to the introduction of many new 
synthetic glues resulting in a much 
improved quality of plywood. 

In America many new chair forms 
have been developed as a result of 
research into the bending properties 
of plywood and plastic sheets. These 
new forms have eloquently described 
the potentialities of machine produc- 
tion. 

The gradual raising of the general 
standard of living has led to an in- 
creasing dependence on mass-produc- 
tion methods in the furniture indus- 
try, and this in turn has brought 
about a more thorough study of the 
requirements of furniture. Standards 
have been devised for heights and 
depths of worktops and storage space 
based on a scientific study of needs 
and habits. 

In Sweden research has been con- 
ducted with the aid of X-ray photo- 
graphs and other scientific instruments 
to establish ideal dimensions for 
comfortable sitting postures. The 
result of this study has already pro- 
foundly influenced the design of 
modern chairs. It was found, for 
example, that the majority of exist- 
ing upright chairs were two inches 
too high in the seat for most people 

and that chair-backs although 
ample in dimension failed to provide

It is thus reasonable to suppose 
that the course taken by our leading 
designers to-day will be followed in 
a varying degree by the trade to- 
morrow. Probably we shall see few 
striking developments of new furni- 
ture types in the next two decades, 
but the internal planning of our 
homes is likely to change. 

With the development of new 
sources of energy they will be cen- 
trally-heated by cheap electricity or 
heated steam, and this will result in 
the freeing of walls and doors from 
their present functions,

AS developments in the field of fur- 

niture design will be influenced, 
as design has always been, by social 
and political changes, no one can say 
with any certainty what will happen 
over the next twenty-one years, but 
a study of the past and present trends 
should make it possible to guess at 
a general pattern of change for at 
least a number of years. 

To do this we have to divide fur- 
niture design into two paths, paths 
which will eventually, I think, come 
closer in the years ahead. 

First, the path of the general com- 
mercial trade: here, the so-called con- 
temporary style will surely and in- 
exorably gain precedence. Various 
influences, including the teaching and 
propaganda for modern design, and 
the buying power moving to a youn- 
ger generation, will make this inevit- 
able. This change in public taste is 
already happening and is not neces- 
sarily a desirable thing, as an appear- 
ance of modernity is no passport to 
good design, 

Furniture of better design is 
made merely 


not 
by the borrowing and 
exploitation of treatments associated 
with modern design. Splayed legs, 
light edging, horizontal and vertical 
ribbing and all! the other clichés do 
not, in themselves, make good con- 
temporary furniture. These _ tricks 
are so often used with little under- 
standing and cannot be a substitute 
for basically fine proportion and the 
careful thinking-out of pieces for use 
and comfort. 

In the main, therefore, I foresee 
the development of a period of the 


main activities being conducted in a 
large all-purpose living-room zoned 
by storage walls and screens into 
cooking, dining, sitting study and play 
areas, 

Windows will longer serve as 
ventilators—and will become larger 
fixed panels. The television screen 
will replace the open fire as a focal 
point of the living-room.

Lighting will be considered in rela- 
tion to particular needs, and main 
fixtures will be built in. Softly dif- 
fused coloured light may be used in 
areas where brighter illumination is 
not required. 

The homes of the future will be 
light and efficient, designed for our 
use, our comfort and our pleasure.

“modern style.” flashy and super- 
ficial, but tempered by a certain 
amount of purer and more authentic- 
ally modern work, influenced by and 
merging with the second path of 
design development. That is a stream 
of truer design growth which goes on 
largely outside the needs of imme- 
diate commercial expediency, and is 
more closely related to contemporary 
architecture and the visual arts. 
Within this field, several genuine 
developments are beginning, any of 
which may gain momentum and may 
therefore show the direction of a 
long-term movement. One is based 
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on a feeling that there is a funda- 
mental desire for decoration which 
modern furniture designers have not 
faced and which may be achieved 
without expensive handcraft methods, 
by ingenious design and the exploita- 
tion of machines in certain ways. 

Others observe that the “* Bauhaus ” 
philosophy of design, far from being 
played out, is in fact only now reach- 
ing maturity in architecture and in- 
dustrial design. The work of these 
latter designers will continue to be 
austere, although more and more 
refinement of detail will be evident, 
with an increase of interest in the 
subtleties of construction. 

Developments in the use of un- 
orthodox materials, experiments in 
different ways of using conventional 
materials, strict consideration of 
anatomical requirements often give 
freer and more interesting shapes to 
furniture, especially chairs; and a 
phase has been reached where the 
sculptural significance of furniture 
shapes seems to be regarded as more 
important than their usefulness. 

I feel that this last phase will finally 
be checked by the difficulties some- 
times experienced in using such pieces 
in the design of an interior, where 
the assertive aspect of each piece can 
make for visual chaos when many 
pieces are used together. 

Looking really far ahead, my guess 
is that it will, for better or worse, be 
economically necessary to  indus- 
trialise most furniture making more 
fully than is now general; and that 
large machine-made parts which can 
be assembled by unskilled labour will 
be common. 

It is sad that individual craftsman- 
ship may become obsolete in this way 
except in the making of jigs and 
tools. but it is pleasant to hope for 
an eventual ideal society, in which 
increased leisure is used for hand- 
crafts, and amateur participation in 
the arts. If this could happen, latent 
creative impulses which many people 
have to some degrees could find a 
healthy outlet, and the design mono- 
tony which is a weakness of mass- 
production might be alleviated.

How I Would Like to See 


F urnishing Improved in

I TAKE this question to apply to 
the design of furniture as well 
as to the way in which the public 
tend to furnish their homes. If I 
had to answer this question in five 
words only I would say that what is 
needed is more common sense and 
courage. 

We are all glad to see good con- 
temporary design and manufacture. 
Some of it, however, which is called 
contemporary is not very practical. 
Occasionally this is because it only 
adapts the appearance of some quite 
good prototype and misses the real 
meaning behind it. The splay leg 
fashion is an example: it has been 
overdone, and in many pieces is 
actually a weakness rather than a 
strength. 

Another example—not 
with splayed legs: in a room fur- 
nished by a_ well-known Swedish 
designer I found every piece good 
except a desk. At first glance the 
desk appeared attractive, but when I 
came to test it as I tried to test the 
other pieces I found it was not satis- 
factory. I sat at the desk and wrote 
a letter, and as I stamped the envelope 
with the usual bang, this flap-down 
desk toppled forward. 


As for the public furnishing their 
homes, convention should give place 
to a more open mind. Each family 
should furnish according to __ its 
requirements and not according to 
convention—or the people next door, 
whose requirements may be entirely 
different. So much depends upon the 
size of the family and to circum- 
stances, whether it is likely to increase 
or not, whether it must entertain a 
great deal. The family with a num- 
ber of young people at home can do 
better with one room furnished as a 
common living-room and the others 
as study-bedrooms, 

The family of two who entertain a 
lot may make better use of a separate 
dining-room and would furnish 
accordingly. 

What is called open planning has 
advantages for many, but not for all. 
A couple building a house for retire-

ment would probably not want open 
planning. Such planning can only be 
enjoyed to the full when the heating 
is planned accordingly, well distri- 
buted and easily controlled—and the 
furnishing suitably carried out. The 
three-piece suite is a convention 
justified in some homes, but not in 
others. Open planning may dispense 
with it, but there will still be many 
homes whose requirements will best 
be met by it. 

Public as well as furnishing stores 
will need common sense to assess fur- 
nishing requirements and courage to 
depart from convention if necessary. 

One departure from convention 
already achieved is the abandonment 
of the old idea that comfort meant 
bulky furniture. Between the wars 
it was surely a lack of common 
sense that put enormous cubes of 
armchairs into small rooms. Now the 
same serviceability and comfort (with 
less maintenance) is being found in 
chairs and settees which take up much 
less space. 

There is perhaps more to be done 
in this direction. Generally there can 
still be more fluidity in furniture. 
Badly designed two-purpose pieces can 
be a nuisance, but common sense and 
courage will find ways of making a 
cabinet that can be an efficient side- 
board—and equally useful for other 
purposes in a living-room without 
looking exclusively like a sideboard. 
The same applies to wardrobes. 


From Lord Long of Wraxhall, 
TD. D.L., J.P. 


OR some years I have been per- 
turbed by the fact that under 
modern housing conditions, where 
every inch of space is of vital im- 
portance to those living in the houses, 
the art and craftsmanship of making 
furniture may very easily die out. 
Built-in cupboards, bedsteads and the 


various modern modes which save 
space in a room, however agreeable 
and satisfactory to those who live in 
the houses, must inevitably have a 
deteriorating effect upon craftsman- 
ship. 

I therefore venture to hope that 
despite these modern innovations, 
encouragement will still be given to 
those who want to buy a beautifully 
finished piece of furniture made by 
the great craftsmen of this country 
who are second to none in the world, 
and who, in my opinion, if given the 
chance to produce a_ well-finished 
table or chest of drawers, or whatever 
the piece may be, will produce an 
article that in 21 years’ time, not only 
the craftsman who made that piece 
of furniture, but also those who own 
it, will be proud of its fine work- 
manship. 


What is finer than an old Welsh 
dresser? Of course, this piece of fur- 
niture takes up room, but what a joy 
to look at! A finely-finished chest of 
drawers, which no time or strain will 
affect, those drawers moving as if 
on oiled hinges; a set of dining-room 
chairs, which when you move your 
hands over their backs, give you a 
feeling of magnificent work, 

So in conclusion, I would hope that 
in the next 21 years to come, though 
we have fitted furniture, made to-day 
for economical reasons, it may never 
take the place of the individual crafts- 
manship of furniture; and that side 
by side with the modern Utility fur- 
niture encouragement will be given 
to make furniture which will stand 
for all time, with the mark of 1953, 
Coronation Year, upon it, and that, 
as to-day we value and prize old fur- 
niture made over 200 years ago, so 
we shall always prize old furniture for 
years to come.

FIND it extremely difficult to offer 

suggestions to an industry which 
has always shown a ready adapt- 
ability to the needs and fashion of 
the moment, and which possesses 
designers who, in their more inspired 
moments, have produced designs pro- 
jected so far into the future as to 
be reached and understood only by 
the use of a time machine. I can 
remember, for example, some furni- 
ture produced before the war 
obviously designed on the theory that 
the structure of the human frame 
would alter radically over the next 
few centuries. 

It is true that designers might find 
Suggestions from home-dwellers of 
value in deciding future trends, but 
a Member of Parliament is the last 
person to be asked to advance such 
suggestions. He is rarely in his own 
home, and when he is in other 
people’s homes he is seldom in a 
position to study the good and bad 
points of his host’s furniture. On 
one article of furniture alone can he 
perhaps speak with authority and that 
is the chair. 

Over the iast few years more study 
has been given to the design of the 
chair than perhaps to any _ other 
article of furniture, but I believe the 
subject will still repay additional 
scientific study to decide the right 
angle of seat and back which will 
give most support to the back and 
mitigate fatigue. It may be that a 
chair adjustable to suit the individual 
is the answer. 
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Improving Furnishing in the 


One last plea. I realise that chang- 
ing social and economic conditions 
have made necessary the  build- 
ing of houses and flats designed to 
give maximum accommodation § in 
minimum space which, in_ turn, 
demands simple, streamlined furni- 
ture principally of the unit type. May 
I plead, however, that we do not lose 
our ability to produce beautiful fur- 
niture of the type for which this 
country has been famous for genera- 
tions, and for the production of which 
my own constituency of Wycombe 
has for so long been noted. 


From Miss Margaret Brinkman 


— the past twenty-one years 
or so Britain, with the rest of 
the world, has undergone stringent 
economic periods. And_ yet silk, 
most precious and expensive of fibres, 
has been consistently used for fur- 
nishings, wherever the occasion has 
demanded a rich and precious fabric. 

About twenty-one years ago, the 
severity of contemporary design made 
its first impact. This was naturally 
reflected in furnishing fabrics and 
hangings as well as in furniture itself. 
A great new interest was focused on 
texture, and members of the silk 
industry found that they were able 
to produce cloths of exciting novelty 
to meet the new demand. 

Weaving together silk yarns in their 
various textural forms produced good 
results. Rough dupion and silk voils 
contrasted to excellent effect with the 
brilliant lustre of silk satins and 
taffetas 

These early experiments have been 
extended and fulfilled in contem- 
porary design, especially in America, 
where a rough dupion or voil weft 
is often used with a smooth lustrous 
silk weft. 

Alongside the contemporary tex- 
tural fabrics, traditional silk furnish- 
ings have kept pace. Their beauty 
and perfection of weaving, their long- 
lasting qualities suit them to certain 
purposes for which there is no better 
‘ibre. 

Price is the one deterrent factor (in 
Britain, at any rate) against silk’s more 
general popularity as a_ furnishing 
fabric. Allied to the high price of 
raw silk, of which Japan holds a 
virtual monopoly, there is a high tax 
barrier which mitigates against its 
general use. Until the D-Scheme 
came into operation, purchase tax on 
silk was 66% per cent. To-day, sub- 


ject to D-Line exemption, it is 50 per 
cent. 

Nevertheless, where truly rich 
fabrics are required, silk is still woven 
into incomparable furnishing fabrics. 
Throughout the world, embassies and 
palaces are hung with silk. For the 
Coronation of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II, the hangings in West- 
minster Abbey will be of British silk 
brocade. 

In one comparatively small mill in 
Essex, damasks and brocatelles, satins 
and taffetas are being woven to-day 
for these specialised purposes. Hand- 
looms are still used to produce tradi- 
tional crimson damask and _ other 
cloths of equal beauty. An eighty- 
four inch yarn-dyed taffeta requires 
the scrupulous care and supervision 
which result in flawless cloth. 


Under the hard test of long wear 
and use, silk furnishings have proved 
that they retain their freshness of 
appearance, their lustre and handle. 
Judge silk on these qualities and it 
must be admitted that it is not sur- 
passed or even equalled by newly- 
developed synthetic fibres, nor by 
new treatments of other, older fibres. 

Twenty-one years hence, one may 
safely assume that silk will certainly 
still meet the specified demands it 
meets to-day. It is impossible to fore- 
tell the economic future which will 
govern the silk industry, but it is safe 
to say that silk will meet whatever 
demands contemporary furnishing 
trends may require. As a medium for 
printing it is excellent, its texture 
variations are unlimited, its natural 
virtues will still be what they are 
to-day.

| ggpbenene before the age of 40, 
furnished two homes, not, of 
course, at the same time—it was a 
misfortune of war—my experience of 
furnishing is varied if completely 
inexpert. 

What I would still like to see are: 

Quilts for single beds which do not 
slip off at the slightest turn of the 
sleeper. I know that it is possible 
to anchor them with elastic, but it 
is surely not beyond man’s ingenuity 
to make ones that stay put. 

Something done about the backs of 
dressing tables. Even the reverse side 
of expensive pieces are unimagin- 
atively treated and often quite rough 
in appearance; and the back of a 
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dressing table is usually the one piece 
of furniture visible from the outside 
of a house. Why not a pleasant 
plastic finish? Or a sort of frame 
into which could be fitted material 
matching the bedroom curtains? 

Fewer, far fewer, knobs and point- 
less embellishments on everyday fur- 
niture. I know that it’s none of my 
business and I need not buy it if I 
don’t like it. I know also the stock 
answer that this is what the public 
wants. But the public shouldn't 
always get what it wants when it is 
in bad taste. Every important indus- 
try has responsibilities in this matter, 
and the furniture industry has not 
always, in my view, been over- 
anxious to shoulder them. 

A little more colour and gaiety in 
furnishing fabrics and wall coverings 
In this country, where it gets dark 
in mid-afternoon for at least a third 
of the year, we need bright colours. 
For example, yellow, a personal pre- 


ference, is badly neglected. But save 
me, please, from the precious. I was 
told recently by a salesman that a 
certain wallpaper was “ witty.” Witty 
wallpaper? 

And, finally, not altogether 


frivolously, chair coverings which are 
aog-proof. Once your back is turned 
any intelligent dog will climb into the 
most comfortable chair in the room. 


With mine, impregnation with tne 
faint, elusive air of dustmen would 
do the trick. But there are other 
ideas. Postman’s blood perhaps? 


These are only a few idle thoughts. 
On the whole I’m quite happy with 
the service which the British furniture 
industry supplies and | look forward 
to its continuance and wish it well

FEW weeks after writing this 

article, I shall be leaving for 
America on a lecture tour. My sub- 
ject is “ The Great Houses of Britain.”

The preparations for the journey 
involved the collection of so much 
material that it will not be easy to 
do it justice in a half-hour address.

They would reduce such 
places as Blenheim and Longleat, 
Chatsworth and Hatfield House to a 
series of drab catalogues.

they would say, has Adam fireplaces. 
That one, a Palladian portico. The 
other has a fine collection of Dutch 
paintings. Such an approach may be 
all right for an antiquary. For any- 
one who lives in an historic house it 
is utterly impossible. 

For the past year my home, Palace 
House, Beaulieu, has been open to 
the public. All day long visitors have 
been filing through the ground floor 
rooms, the state dining-room, the 
picture gallery, and the great drawing- 
room. 

They see the motor-car museum, 
the exhibition of model ships and the 
private rooms on the first floor 
some of which are still in use. 

I sometimes wonder, as I watch the 
people’s faces, what they think of it 
Not long ago, as I was walking 
upstairs to change after a game of 
tennis, an American recognised me. 
“Gee!” he exclaimed, “Do you 
really live here?” “ Yes.” I replied, 
*I do.” He could not believe that 
it was somebody's home. While he 
had been thinking about “ scenic 
grandeur” and “the past,” I was 
having to think about fires, flowers, 
and the cleaning and closing of win- 


dows when it rained. 
There are many reasons’ why 
owners of great houses continue to 


live in the homes of their ancestors 
First | suppose, is pride of possession. 
It is a bitter thing to be the person 
to relinquish a dwelling that one’s 
forebears have owned for centuries. 

Another is a desire to preserve 
beautiful places which are part of the 
national, as well as one’s own, heri- 
tage. More often than not, they were 
built from the fruits of public ser- 
vice or through the enterprise of great 


men of history and cherished over 
the years. 

The third reason is even more 
simple. People who have _ been 


brought up in spacious and beautiful 
surroundings acquire a love for them. 
We should hate to have to go and 
are willing to sacrifice our privacy to 
preserve the fabric of our homes. 
As it is, the public can enjoy these 
wonderful legacies of England’s past 


and, at the same time, help us to 
maintain them for the future. This 
is the ideal solution. Our houses 


will not be given over to slow decay, 
they will not become a burden on 
the taxpayer and the State; everyone 
will be able to enjoy their treasures 
and walk on their lawns. 

Perhaps I might mention that, con- 
trary to popular belief, any profits 
we make are subject to the full scale

of income tax. The only concession 
allowed is for repairs and mainten- 
ance. 

At my own home we have made a 
big effort to emphasise the fact that 
it is being lived in. By visiting 
several of such houses you will be 
able to see examples of architecture, 
painting, furniture, fabrics and design 
from every period of English history. 

Reading history can sometimes be 
tedious but seeing it before your own 
eves is an exciting and rewarding 
experience. 


TABLEWARE IN 21 YEARS

A* attempt to forecast public 
taste in pottery design beyond 
the immediate future would be the 
merest guesswork. 

Some estimate could perhaps be 
made of the phases through which its 
decoration might pass during the 
next few years; nevertheless, as it is 
impossible to foretell the duration of 
each phase, to assign even approxi- 
mate dates would be out of the ques- 
tion. On the other hand, it may be 
practicable to assess to some small 
extent trends in quality and types of 
tableware which may be apparent in 
1974. 

When the public realises that pot- 
tery of the highest quality is just as 
good an investment as silver or good 
quality cutlery and furniture, the 
demand should increase substantially. 
This should apply especially to British 
Bone China, which is mechanically 
the strongest material of its class in 
the world.

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When people want durable services 
they will also demand pieces exactly 
to suit their requirements. They will 
reject the standardised set and require 
the shops to hold substantial open 
stocks so that they can buy their 
requirements piece by piece, and, for 
many years, Obtain matchings with- 
out delay and difficulty. 

It may be that in some cases they 
will want cover dishes or other serv- 
ing pieces in silver, fireproof material, 
and so on. For shops and pottery 
manufacturers to give this service the 
pre-war plethora of patterns must go. 
No distribution service nor industry 
can supply matchings over long 
periods and give auick delivery, 
while at the same time offering yearly 
thousands of new designs. 

It is sometimes suggested that 
equality of spending power may pro- 
duce a classless informal society, but 
this may well prove to be untrue. 
Class consciousness has more than a 
purely monetary basis. Increasing 
material eauality may lead to greater 
emphasis on other distinctions in 
taste, in culture and savoir-faire. 
This in turn may lead to greater 
formality and the pursuit of perfec- 
tion in the choice of all those things 
which the housewife can still afford. 

Although it is unlikely that more 
people will live in conditions of con- 
tinual picnic, it is certain that fewer 
will be able to give smart dinner and 
lunch parties. It will, therefore, be- 
come increasingly necessary to fall 
back on public and = quasi-public 
entertainment. 

This may well mean that restaurants 
and hotels will be called upon to 
supply meals served in conditions as 
intimate as those which obtain in the 
private house. For these, tableware 
of suitable decoration will be required 
rather than the unpleasing commer- 
cial monograms and badges which 
are still too often used. 

More and more people will prob- 
ably take part in such entertainment, 
so that the knowledge of luxury 
living will in fact become more wide- 
spread. For good or evil greater 
private austerity may go hand-in- 
hand with growing public magnifi- 
cence, 

To sum up, it will not be sur- 
prising if in twenty-one years’ time 
we find that higher quality pottery is 
generally in use in a more limited 
but quite adequate range of patterns, 
and with a smaller demand for 
replacements. For these superior ser- 
vices there’ is likely to be a more 
efficient matchings service guaranteed 
for many years. 

The manufacturer, wholesaler and 
shopkeeper may perhaps regret the 
past, but the public certainly will not.

HERE is of course no such thing 
as “the public house of the 
future’ any more than there has ever 
been “the public house of the past.”

There is no possibility of a com- 
plete break between past and future: 
there are some fundamental things 
without which no public house can 
succeed. One of these is the ser-

HE principal beauty of dealing in 

antique beauty is that every 

year that passes adds to the dealer’s 
stock. 

The cup you drink out of, the chair 
that is so modern, even the new 
butler’s sink in your cloakroom, will 
all become antiaue and negotiable in 
time. And frankly, when these things 
are negotiable there will be plenty of 
people to find them beautiful. 

The reason why the most unlikely 
things will, in twenty years’ time, find 
a market amongst antique dealers 
and collectors, is a simple business 
fact. The growing tendency for this 
country’s antiques to be exported for 
hard dollars to the insatiable Ameri- 
can market produces two effects. 
Firstly, antiques become very scarce 
because once they go abroad they 
pass out of our trade cycle. Secondly, 
“antiques” become younger’ every 
year because of the scarcity. 

At the present moment an antique 
is an object manufactured — before 
1830. This definition is entirely due 
to the fact that American customs 
charge duty on objects manufactured 
after that date. Whether in twenty 
years’ time the American customs 
will have adjusted the definition, no 
one can say. If they do advance the 
date line to 1850 a fantastic welter 
of objects will become “ antique” 
and, what is more important, duty- 
tree. These early years of the Vic- 
torlan period saw vast developments 
in mass-production techniaues and 
although the fashion of the past few 
years for Victoriana has drawn large 
quantities of it out of Britain, it is 
still relatively plentiful. 


wash-ups, and so on—by which the 
customers are supplied — cleanly, 
expeditiously and economically with 
the food and drink they order. The 
service arrangements have been built 
up by years of trial-and-error experi- 
ence, from which future public house 
builders will depart at their peril.

At the present time your strictly 
antique dealer considers his goods to 
be modern unless they are 18th cen- 
tury. Until very recently even the 
Regency was regarded as “ modern,” 
but fashion is the ultimate arbiter in 
these things and no doubt the time 
will come when the Victorian period 
is Quite as antique as its more elegant 
predecessor. Even now amongst 
many less scrupulous dealers 
“regency” items are definable as 
goods manufactured in the 19th cen- 
tury (excluding the Regency). 

The most likely development in 
antiques in the next twenty years is 
deduceable. American buyers in the 
1970's will without doubt still want 
things of English origin. Nineteen 
hundred will seem a long way off, and 
the products of the Edwardian period 
(already coming into fashion. sar- 
torially) will be invested with all the 
glamour and value of 18th century 
objets to-day. 

The antique trade is probably the 
only type of business in which traders 
are more concerned to find merchan- 
dise than to sell it. The trade say- 
ing that “fine goods always find a 
market” beggars the definition of 
fine, but the fact of the matter is that 
an antique is essentially something 
which is not manufactured now 
although ingenuity can overcome this 
problem as well. Consequently we 
see to-day useless meat covers con- 
verted into wall-lights; porcelain 
whisky kegs transformed into chic 
lamps; and there is no reason why in 
twenty vears’ time those attractive 
transfer-decorated lavatory pans 
which graced the semi-detached villas 
of the later Victorian era should not 
be converted to some fashionable and

This is the advice that N.A.R.F 
has given to B.F.M. Exhibitions, Ltd., 
after consultation with the S.H.F.F 
and R.D.A. 

The retail associations are, in 
principle, opposed to the regulation of 
retail margins by trade associations 
and the advice they have given is for 
the purpose of the exhibitions only 
and will be subject to review imme- 
diately thereafter. 

This information is contained in a 
letter which has been sent to all exhi- 
bitors by B.F.M. Exhibitions, Ltd. It 
says that in anticipation of the 
removal of price control the retail 
associations were asked what guid- 
ance they would suggest should be 
given to exhibitors with regard to the 
quotation of prices to visitors other 
than trade buyers. 

A reply was received from Mr 
Douglas Edwards, who wrote on 
behalf of N.A.R.F., the S.H.F.F., and 
the R.D.A. 


Opposed in Principle to 
Price Regulation 

Mr. Edwards’ letter said :— 

“T should make it plain that we 
are in principle opposed to the regu- 
lation of retail margins by trade 
organisations. Such action would, in 
our view, be a denial of the freedom 
from control which we have con- 
sistently sought in recent years and 
which has now just been restored, 
and might lead to a demand from 
some political quarters he re-

“If freedom from control is to 
Kave beneficial results, retailers 
must, in our view, remain free to 
decide on their own selling prices. 
“Where in such circumstances it 
becomes necessary for manufacturers

ance on the matter from their princi- 
pal distributors and to act in con- 
formity with such guidance.” 

Mr. Edwards then sets out 
retail price-computing method 
above. 

“Manufacturers’ advertisements and 
catalogues quoting retail selling prices 
and issued before or in conjunction 
with the exhibitions, should be on the 
basis of wholesale prices plus tax, if 
any, plus 40 per cent,” he goes on 

“The figure of 40 per cent men- 
tioned above is somewhat higher than 
that permitted under the Utility 
scheme because we are convinced that

in the prevailing buyers’ market condi 
combined with continuously 
rising expenses, retailers will find it 
necessary to operate on somewhat 
larger rates of mark-up than have 
been possible hitherto 

“As regards our proposed treat- 
ment of purchase tax, we have given 
careful consideration to the sugges- 
tion that this might have unfavour- 
able political repercussions, but we find 
that there were no such repercussions 
in the f merchandise which

“Moreover, we are convinced that, 
under a D-Scheme it is to the best 
interests of the furniture trade as a 
whole that the margin of tax, where 
it applies, should be assimilated with 
the wholesale price.”

... and NARF Explains Price Policy 


HE National Association of 
Retail Furnishers has recom- 
mended a pricing policy to its mem- 
bers in the “ Furnishers’ Bulletin,” 
which says: 

“This matter has been very care- 
fully considered by the association’s 
National Council who are in general 
agreement that it would be unwise 
politically and unsound economically 
if there were‘to be a sudden and 
drastic jump in retail selling prices of 
the higher grades of the former 
Utility furniture. 

“ Nevertheless, since the previous 
Utility margin was unremunerative, 
and in the light of rising expenses, 
they believe that many retailers 
would be justified in exercising their 
right to take a higher mark-up than 


the old Utility scheme provided. 

“The Association therefore recom- 
mends that the following principles 
should be observed :-— 

(a) “ That for furniture above the 
D-level, the purchase tax should be 
regarded as an element of cost; 

(b) “That the margin decided 
upon by the retailer be calculated on 
the cost price plus the purchase tax, 
where it arises; 

(c) “ That no mention should be 
made of purchase tax in the final 
selling price (this in fact is already 
practically universally followed); 

(d) “That all advertising, sales 
and promotion material should 
studiously avoid any reference to 
‘tax-free furniture.’”
